OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 

Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.)

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
once  again  the  chairmanships  were  divided  with  Mr.  Torres 
chosen  as- Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  Mr.  Linhares, 
Board  of  Welfare;  and  Mr.  Christenson,  Board  of  Health. 
Miss  Marion  Walker  was  appointed  as  clerk  to  each  Board. 
On  October  10,  1966  Miss  Walker  resigned  to  accept  another 
position  out  of  town,  and  Mrs.  Leah  Crosby  was  appointed 
Town  Office  Clerk  on  November  9,  1966. 

Fifty-one  weekly  and  twenty-two  special  meetings  were 
held  with  six  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Com¬ 
mittees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have  been 
properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit 
of  experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  at¬ 
tended  on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects 
in  behalf  of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list 
of  jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  annual  report. 
Annual  Reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Depart¬ 
ments  as  required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1966  Town 
Officers  Report. 
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All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 

The  layout  of  Chestnut  Street  is  now  completed  and 
following  the  required  public  hearing  an  article  for  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  same  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  of  the  1967 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  with  the  work  on  this  project  begin¬ 
ning  shortly  thereafter.  This  will  still  leave  approximately 
six  miles  of  gravel  roads  that  will  require  layouts,  the 
necessary  widening  and  surfacing.  The  amount  of  money  re¬ 
quired  to  complete  these  projects  is  so  large  that  they  will 
have  to  be  done  in  order  of  their  development  in  conjunction 
with  the  overall  Town  Highway  Program. 

The  layout  for  the  second  phase  of  the  William  Street 
project  is  also  complete  and  following  a  public  hearing,  it  is 
the  intent  of  the  Board  to  insert  an  article  for  its  acceptance 
in  the  warrant  of  the  1967  Annual  Meeting.  The  money  to 
finance  the  project  will  be  achieved  with  the  1968  appropria¬ 
tion. 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  body  voted  to  raise  the 
remaining  money  necessary  to  construct  a  new  Town  Office 
Building.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  explained  at  that  time  that 
as  a  result  of  a  recent  engineering  survey,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  had  reported  the  Junior  High  School  was  in  need  of 
repairs  and  updating  that  would  require  an  expenditure  of 
approximately  $170,000.  In  light  of  this  report,  the  Selectmen 
stated  that  prior  to  going  ahead  with  construction  of  the 
Town  Office  Building  a  meeting  would  be  held  with  every 
elected  and  appointed  official  as  well  as  all  district  officials  to 
determine  the  most  economical  and  advantageous  program  for 
the  Town  to  follow. 

Three  such  meetings  were  held  and  the  consensus  of 
opinion  was  to  forego  a  new  Town  Office  Building — place  the 
appropriations  in  the  Stabilization  Fund — convert  the  Junior 
High  School  to  a  Town  Office  and  to  concentrate  on  the  school 
program  and  its  needs. 
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All  Town  Officials  were  greatly  disappointed  over  the  fact 
that  the  Town  of  Dighton  was  one  of  the  few  communities 
to  see  its  share  of  estimated  receipts  from  the  State  drop  to 
a  figure  even  lower  than  a  year  ago  in  spite  of  the  passage 
of  a  sales  tax  that  was  to  bring  some  relief  to  the  taxpayers  in 
all  communities.  After  several  meetings  and  many  inquiries 
as  well  as  help  from  our  area  legislators,  an  explanation  to 
the  effect  that  a  change  in  the  State  Distribution  Formular 
had  resulted  in  Dighton  being  one  of  the  few  communities 
to  suffer  a  loss  in  State  funds. 

The  disappointing  result  of  the  Sales  Tax  leaves  the 
property  owner  in  Dighton  without  any  visible  form  of  relief 
from  either  the  State  or  Federal  Government  at  this  moment. 
We,  as  Town  Officials,  are  fully  cognizant  of  the  ever-increas¬ 
ing  cost  of  government  and  it  behooves  all  of  us  to  consider 
each  and  every  endeavor— its  effect  on  the  community  and 
its  burden  on  the  taxpayers  while  still  insuring  growth  and 
prosperity  to  the  Town. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Citizens, 
Town  Officials  and  Employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  Especially  to  all  Town  Employees  \  we 

recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to  the 
Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton: 

With  my  usual  helpers,  Elaine  Varley  and  Helen  Brown, 
I  have  continued  to  copy  inscriptions  on  grave  stones  and  to 
file  cards  for  every  inscription.  This  should  help  people  from 
a  distance  who  seek  information  about  their  ancesters.  We 
have  continued  to  explore  old  mill  sites,  and  have  now  covered 
the  borders  of  the  Segreganset  River  from  Brook  Street  to 
Williams  Street. 

Each  year  I  leceive  an  increased  number  of  requests  for 
historical  information,  especially  about  old  Dighton  families. 
These  have  been  answered  as  well  as  possible.  Often  I  learn 
as  much  from  these  requests  as  I  send  out.  A  letter  from 
Worcestershire,  England,  inquiring  about  the  coat  of  arms  of 
the  family  of  Frances  Dighton,  gave  much  information  about 
the  Dighton,  or  Deighton,  family  in  England,  and  I  learned 
that  the  name  means  the  town  of  dites  or  dykes ;  also  that 
the  name  is  a  common  one  in  that  region. 

More  and  more,  I  am  concerned  about  our  lack  of  a 
museum  or  historical  home  in  Dighton.  Many  people  have 
told  me  that  they  have  beautiful  antiques  that  they  would 
give  to  the  town  or  to  the  Historical  Society  if  there  were  a 
place  to  keep  them.  Each  year  rare  articles  go  out  of  town, 
either  to  antique  dealers  or  thrown  away.  A  small  group  of 
interested  persons  is  trying  to  earn  enough  to  purchase  a 
suitable  building,  but  this  will  need  several  years,  and  the 
istorical  building  is  needed  immediately.  As  Town  Historian 
see  the  great  need  of  such  a  home,  and  I  urge  the  townspeople’ 
to  support  our  projects  generously.

The  boom  in  small  boating  is  reflected  in  the  use  of  our 
harbor  and  adjacent  waters. 

Many  people  start  with  a  small  boat  that  can  be  trailed 
and  look  for  adequate  launching  sites,  then  progress  to  larger 
boats,  thereby  creating  a  great  demand  for  mooring  and  dock¬ 
ing  facilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  third  year  that  the  Board  of  Apeais  has  been 
in  effect.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  board  to  hold  public  hearings 
for  persons  not  able  to  obtain  a  building  permit  because  of 
certain  infractions  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws.  If  these  requests 
are  not  too  unreasonable  and  if  undue  hardship,  financial  or 
otherwise  can  be  proved,  this  board  has  the  authority  to  issue 
a  variance  to  the  by-laws.  In  1966  this  board  heard  and  acted 
on  six  such  cases :  one  constituted  a  fine  for  construction  prior 
to  obtaining  a  building  permit.

Board  of  Appeals 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Various  revisions  were  transmitted  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare,  in  the  matter  of  administering  Public 
Assistance  during  the  past  year.  Formulated  budgetary  pro¬ 
cedures  resulted  in  increased  grants  for  the  categories  of  Old 
Age  and  Disability  Assistance,  which  became  effective  on 
March  1,  1966.  The  cost  of  living  index  showed  increase  of 
3.49%  from  the  period  July  1963  to  February  1966,  therefore 
effective  as  of  April  1st,  all  categories  were  increased  ac¬ 
cordingly.  The  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children 
program  was  granted  another  increase  in  budgetary  needs  on 
October  1st,  in  accordance  with  the  revised  State  Standards. 

Included  in  the  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act 
of  1965  were  provisions  which  made  medical  care  available  to 
persons  65  years  of  age  and  over.  This  so-called  “Medicare”  is 
provided  for  in  two  different  medical  care  programs.  Part  A — 
Hospital  Insurance,  and  Part  B- — Supplementary  Medical  In¬ 
surance,  provides  for  additional  medical  care  other  than  hospi¬ 
talization.  Since  this  program  became  effective  July  1,  1966, 
the  enrollment  of  all  eligible  recipients  became  mandatory, 
and  in  addition,  many  non-recipients  requested  assistance  in 
the  matter  of  application  for  benefits.  Medicare  involved 
various  revised  fiscal  procedures,  however  will  no  doubt  prove 
to  be  a  considerable  financial  help  to  the  community’s  medical 
responsibilities. 

Title  XIX  of  the  Social  Security  Act  provides  for  a 
new  program  of  Medical  Assistance,  sometimes  called  Med¬ 
icaid.  This  new  category,  which  replaced  the  Medical  As¬ 
sistance  for  the  Aged  program,  provides  for  medical  as¬ 
sistance  to  certain  persons  in  addition  to  the  aged,  and  became 
effective  September  1,  1966. 

Constructive  activities  for  children  and  youth  on  public 
assistance  programs  were  accentuated  during  the  summer 
school  recess.  Supervised  recreational  oportunities,  such  as 
resident  and  day  Camping  was  available  to  those  who  were 
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interested  in  participating,  and  provided  a  special  benefit  to 
those  who  utilized  the  activities.  This  department  is  grateful 
to  the  Local  Chapter  of  the  Salvation  Army  for  sponsoring 
two  resident  campers  at  Camp  Wonderland. 

The  statistical  report  which  follows  will  give  a  complete 
and  accurate  account  of  categorical  programs.  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children  assistance  was  granted  to  7  cases, 
representing  22  persons,  to  whom  direct  cash  payments  were 
made  in  the  amount  of  $6,179.15,  and  medical  vendor  pay¬ 
ments  of  $1,339.98,  or  total  of  $7,519.13.  Federal  reimburse¬ 
ments  amounted  to  $3,684.00,  supplemented  by  State  refunds 
of  $2,839.02. 

Disability  Assistance  expenditures  amounted  to  a  total 
of  $8,754.37,  of  which  the  sum  of  $2,836.35  was  paid  directly 
to  6  recipients;  the  balance  of  $5,918.02  was  for  medical 
vendor  payments.  Federal  reimbursements  were  received  in 
the  amount  of  $3,129.00,  as  well  as  the  sum  of  $3,924.70  from 
th  State. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  expenditures  amounted 
to  $18,902.60  for  vendor  medical  payments,  and  $45.00  in 
direct  cash  grants,  for  11  cases,  which  covered  the  period 
January  1,  through  August  31,  1966.  Federal  reimbursements 
were  received  in  the  amount  of  $10,697.42,  supplemented  by 
State  receipts  of  $7,092.84. 

Medical  Assistance  payments  to  vendors  amounted  to 
$13,233.22,  with  direct  cash  payments  of  $109.40,  for  the 
peiiod  September  1,  to  December  31,  1966.  Federal  refunds 
amounted  to  $6,891.62,  with  state  participation  of  $3,521.14 
for  25  cases. 

Old  ^.ge  Assistance  was  rendered  to  17  cases  with  total 
expenditures  ot  $17,081.10  in  direct  payments  to  recipients, 
and  the  sum  of  $2,187.98  paid  to  medical  vendors,  or  total  of 
$19,269.08.  Federal  reimbursements  amounted  to  $8,721.71 
and  the  sum  of  $6,830.52  received  from  the  State. 

Geneial  Relief  was  granted  to  10  cases,  representing  23 
persons,  with  total  expenditures  of  $3,067.78.  Since  this 
category  is  non-federally  matched,  the  only  available  reim- 
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bursements  are  from  the  State.  The  sum  of  $827.74  was  re¬ 
funded  during  the  year.  The  present  formula  for  this  agency, 
is  based  on  20%  of  total  expenditures,  in  determining  State 
reimbursements. 

The  town  appropriation  of  $43,000.00  for  Public  As¬ 
sistance,  was  more  than  adequate  to  meet  the  financial  require¬ 
ments  for  the  various  categories  of  relief.  The  account  showed 
a  balance  of  $3,888.31,  therefore  net  town  expense  amounted 
to  $39,111.69.  Federal  reimbursements  are  applied  directly  to 
the  respective  accounts,  however  State  refunds  for  all  cate¬ 
gories  and  administration,  are  credited  to  the  Departmental 
Revenue  Account,  therefore  have  no  effect  upon  town  appro¬ 
priation. 

Administrative  total  expenditures  amounted  to  $10,471.07. 
The  town  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  was  adequate,  supple¬ 
mented  by  Federal  reimbursements  of  $6,323.86.  State  re¬ 
funded  the  sum  of  $1,666.17,  therefore  net  town  expense 
involved  the  sum  of  $2,471.04. 

In  conclusion,  this  department  extends  thanks  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare,  District  #5,  and  Bureau  of 
Accounts,  for  assistance  in  its  numerous  social  and  fiscal 
functions  during  the  year.  The  contribution  of  $500.00  for 
the  needy,  by  the  Taunton  Greyhound  Association,  is  again 
gratefully  acknowledged.  The  Student  Council  of  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  generously  donated  6  Thanks¬ 
giving  Dinners,  which  were  deeply  appreciated  by  the  recipi¬ 
ents.  The  Taunton  Jr.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  provided  6 
needy  children  with  gifts  and  a  Christmas  party.  To  the 
various  Religious  and  Charitable  Organizations,  as  well  as 
local  individuals  who  contributed  dinners,  clothing,  gifts  and 
services,  we  express  our  most  sincere  appreciation.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Board  of  Health  was  required  to  expend  $3,560.90 
in  the  year  1966  to  provide  the  Town  with  health  and  sanita¬ 
tion  services. 

The  Sanitation  Inspector,  Mr.  Leo  Duffy,  performed  54 
inspections  for  sanitation  permits  and  92  inspections  for  new 
building  construction. 

Mr.  Donald  French,  the  Plumbing  Inspector  and  Mr.  John 
DeCambra,  assistant  plumbing  inspector  made  63  inspections 
for  installation  and  replacing  of  plumbing. 

The  Town  dumps  are  getting  to  be  a  problem.  The  dump 
in  the  north  end  of  the  Town  has  about  reached  its  capacity. 
It  has  to  be  bulldozed  quite  frequently.  The  south  end  dump 
is  also  creating  a  problem. 

On  July  15,  1966  our  Town  Nurse,  Mrs.  Florence  Duffy 
passed  away.  The  Town  lost  a  good  and  faithful  servant. 
Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth,  who  substituted  during  Mrs.  Duffy's 
illness  is  now  the  town  nurse. 

The  Board  would  like  to  extend  its  thanks  to  Dr.  Charles 
Souza,  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth,  Mr.  Donald  French,  Mr.  John 
DeCambra  and  Mr.  Leo  A.  Duffy  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  conducted  all  business  pertaining  to  health.

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also 
WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the  School 
Nurse. 

Personnel 

At  the  Elementary  School  we  lost  two  excellent  teachers 
last  summer.  Miss  Jo-Anne  Scaldini  left  to  be  married  and 
Mrs.  Anne  Phillips,  a  teacher  with  many  years  of  experience 
left  to  enjoy  a  well  deserved  retirement.  While  we  are  sorry 
to  lose  Mrs.  Phillips  we  do  wish  her  a  most  enjoyable  retire¬ 
ment. 

Miss  Carolyn  Melesky,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at 
Bridgewater,  replaced  Miss  Scaldini.  Miss  Melesky  is  no 
stranger  to  the  area  as  she  is  a  graduate  of  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School,  is  well  known  in  the  area  of  music  and 
lives  in  Berkley.  Mr.  Robert  Coulsey,  a  graduate  of  Barrington 
College  replaced  Mrs.  Phillips. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  Mr.  Charles  Ryan  left  to 
return  to  college,  Mr.  Lynwood  Sutcliffe  accepted  a  position 
in  Rehoboth  and  Mr.  Joseph  Cousineau,  a  part-time  industrial 
arts  teacher  is  devoting  full-time  to  the  Regional  High  School. 

Miss  Kathleen  McCarty,  a  graduate  of  Stonehill  College 
replaced  Mr.  Ryan  as  mathematics  teacher.  Mr.  John  Farmer, 
a  graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater,  replaced  Mr. 
Sutcliffe  as  a  science  teacher.  Mr.  Wallace  Potts  replaced  Mr. 
Cousineau  in  an  expanded  industrial  arts  program.  Industrial 
arts  is  now  taught  four  days  a  week  at  the  junior  high  school 
thereby  allowing  time  for  the  sixth  grade  boys  to  work  into 
the  program. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace  is  music  supervisor  in  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School.  She  fills  a  vacancy  that  has  been  long  stand¬ 
ing.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  and  had  previously 
taught  in  Connecticut. 
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Enrollment 

The  enrollment  continues  to  increase  and  available  space 
decreases.  We  are  operating  with  about  thirty  pupils  per  room 
at  the  Elementary  School  which  is  a  larger  number  than  the 
State  Board  of  Education  recommends.  A  School  Needs  Study 
Committee  reported  three  years  ago  that  we  would  be  able 
to  get  along  with  the  available  space  for  five  years.  With 
two  years  to  go  that  Committee  has  been  re-activated  and  is 
looking  into  possible  areas  of  expansion.  While  our  increase 
is  slow  it  is  being  felt  and  we  must  start  now  to  prepare  for 
the  future. 


School  Plant 

Last  summer  the  third  and  final  phase  of  repainting  the 
classrooms  at  the  Elementary  School  was  completed.  The  drop 
curtains  on  the  stage  were  replaced  and  the  front  curtain  was 
cleaned.  At  the  Junior  High  School  we  continued  repointing 
the  brick  work.  Several  classrooms  were  painted  and  some 
desks  refinished.  This  work  was  done  with  the  aid  of  boys 
from  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  Vocational  High  School  who 
were  paid  from  Federal  Funds  under  Public  Law  89-10.  This 
resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  Town.  New  lights  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  in  three  classrooms  and  new  panel  boxes  have  been 
installed  throughout  the  building.  New  lights  will  be  installed 
in  the  auditorium  very  soon.  This  work  was  done  to  remedy 
a  very  poor  electrical  situation  that  existed  in  the  school. 

This  year  more  painting  will  be  done.  Shelves  and  book 
cases  will  be  built  where  needed.  Safety  railings  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  at  the  rear  of  the  balconies  and  on  the  north  side 
outside  steps.  Improvements  will  be  made  on  the  bleachers 
and  the  retaining  wall. 

We  are  continuing  the  P.L.  89-10  project  throughout  the 
winter  and  boys  are  being  supplied  after  school  by  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Vocational  High  School. 
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Budget 

The  budget  this  year  is  increased  by  $12,029.00.  This 
reresents  an  increase  of  4%.  We  are  concerned  with  the  lack 
of  aid  received  by  Dighton  from  the  Sales  Tax.  It  was 
designed  to  help  schools  but  to  date  we  are  receiving  less 
than  we  received  under  the  Chapter  70  Formula.  Increases 
in  the  budget  are  due  for  the  most  part  to  salaries.  Some 
of  this  is  brought  about  by  a  new  salary  schedule,  a  result 
of  the  new  collective  bargaining  law.  The  School  Committee 
and  the  Teachers’  Association  signed  a  cotnract  which  at 
this  time  appears  to  be  one  of  the  lowest  in  Bristol  County. 
While  this  is  good  for  this  year  it  could  cause  a  considerable 
increase  next  year  if  the  State  Legislature  raises  the  minimum 
pay  for  teachers. 

Another  increase  of  $1,800.00,  will  be  brought  about  by 
the  employment  of  a  business  assistant  to  the  superintendent. 
His  salary  will  be  shared  by  the  three  towns  and  the  regional 
district. 

Transportation  has  gone  up  by  $2,000.00  due  to  the  in¬ 
crease  in  new  bids  accepted  this  year.  This  was  expected  as 
the  previous  bid  was  too  low  to  do  the  job  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Our  budget  requirements  have  been  reasonable  and  are 
in  keeping  with  an  average  modern  day  school  system. 


Conclusion 

Any  school  system  is  probably  as  good  as  its’  leaders  and 
its’  faculty.  Dr.  Rose  Borges,  Elementary  Principal,  Miss 
Dorothy  Beckwith,  Elementary  Supervisor  and  Mr.  Edward 
Aleixo,  Junior  High  Principal  have  cooperated  one  hundred 
per  cent  in  our  efforts  to  give  your  children  the  best  education 
possible.  They  in  turn  have  had  the  suport  of  a  clever  and 
willing  faculty  to  carry  out  this  work.  The  custodians  Mr. 
Antone  Costa,  Mr.  Manuel  Sanson,  Mr.  Frank  Rogers  and  Mr. 
John  White  have  worked  hard  to  make  our  schools  clean, 
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attracitve  and  functional.  Their  cooperation  is  deeply  ap¬ 
preciated.  Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt  and  her  staff  continue 
to  serve  a  fine  lunch  in  spite  of  rising  food  costs  and  diminish¬ 
ing  surplus  commodities.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth  in  her  second 
year  as  school  nurse  has  set  up  clinics  and  conferred  with 
parents  concerning  health  problems  as  well  as  attending  to 
the  routine  matters  of  .her  job. 

Finally  I  should  like  to  join  the  principals  in  recognizing 
the  work  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Lassen,  the  clerk  at  both  schools. 
Her  duties  are  many  and  varied,  all  of  which  are  important 
to  the  schools.  She  is  one  of  those  people  whose  presence  is 
taken  for  granted,  but  who  is  sorely  missed  when  absent. 

To  all  parents  and  citizens  I  say  again  the  schools  are 
your  schools  and  any  question  you  have  concerning  them  we 
will  be  glad  to  answer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL

Herewith  is  submitted  my  seventh  annual  report  as  the 
principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

The  opening  school  enrollment  was  256  pupils.  This  is  an 
increase  of  33  pupils  from  last  years  opening  enrollment. 
Because  of  this  significant  increase  in  enrollment,  we  were 
forced  to  use  the  science  laboratory  as  a  homeroom.  This 
necessitated  the  removal  of  2  science  work  benches  from  the 
room. 

Curriculum : 

The  sixth  grade  program  was  expanded  to  include 
household  arts  for  the  girls  and  shop  for  the  boys. 

Close  co-ordination  is  maintained  with  the  regional  high 
school  in  order  to  facilitate  articulation  of  students. 

Personnel : 

Our  teaching  staff  remained  fairly  stable  this  year.  Mr. 
Charles  Ryan,  a  teacher  in  our  mathematics  department, 
resigned,  to  continue  his  studies  for  an  advanced  degree.  Miss 
Kathleen  McCarty,  a  mathematics  major  from  Stonehill  Col¬ 
lege,  was  hired  as  a  replacement.  Replacing  Mr.  Lynwood 
Sutcliffe,  who  left  for  a  position  in  another  town,  of  the  science 
department  was  Mr.  John  Farmer,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater 
State  College.  Our  shop  teacher,  Mr.  Joseph  Cousineau  was 
transferred  to  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Wallace  Potts. 
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Guidance : 

Our  guidance  program  has  been  expanded  to  now  include 
our  seventh  grade  students  and  to  increase  our  services  to 
our  eighth  grade  students.  The  emphasis  in  our  guidance 
program  is  in  the  educational  and  vocational  areas. 

A  comprehensive  testing  program  is  utilized.  Other  ex¬ 
isting  community  agencies  are  used  to  complement  our  own 
program  offerings. 

Library : 

Our  library  facilities  were  greatly  expanded  this  year. 
We  received  a  sizable  grant  from  the  federal  government’s 
aid  to  education  program.  This,  in  combination  with  added 
funds  from  town  and  local  sources,  has  helped  us  to  come  a 
step  closer  in  bringing  our  library  up  to  the  standard 
recommended  by  the  American  Library  Association. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities: 

A  wide  and  varied  activities  program  is  available  for  all 
students  in  our  school.  In  addition  to  the  interscholastic  and 
intra-mural  athletic  programs,  activities  offered  to  students 
include  a  student  newspaper,  a  school  annual,  cheerleading,  a 
chef’s  club,  and  Art  Club,  a  Science  Club,  and  a  girls  glee 
club.  We  are  especially  proud  of  our  band  which  continues 
to  excel.  Our  offerings  in  these  areas,  will  be  expanded,  if 
student  interests  indicate  a  need  for  expansion. 

Equipment  and  Repairs: 

Many  major  improvements  were  made  to  our  building 
this  year.  Large  areas  of  the  building  were  repainted.  The 
wiring  for  the  entire  building  was  surveyed  and  a  redistribu¬ 
tion  of  circuits  was  accomplished.  This  is  a  major  preliminary 

step  needed  to  cure  the  wiring  and  lighting  deficiencies  in  our 
building. 

Our  furniture  replacement  program  was  continued.  New 
furniture  was  placed  in  one  classroom.  We  hope  to  replace 
all  unserviceable  desks  by  this  system. 
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Miscellany : 

As  our  building  increases  in  age  and  as  our  enrollment 
increases,  our  maintenance  problems  also  increase.  Thanks 
to  Mr.  Manuel  Sanson  and  Mr.  John  White  of  our  custodial 
staff,  we  are  able  to  keep  ahead  of  the  situation. 

Mrs.  Bettencourt  and  her  cafeteria  staff  should  be  singled 
out  for  their  efforts  in  providing  wholesome,  well-balanced 
meals  to  our  students. 

Conclusion : 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy  for  his  complete  co-operation  and 
support.  My  thanks  to  the  school  committee,  who,  I  think,  have 
done  remarkably  well  in  providing  the  tools  and  equipment 
for  us  to  do  our  jobs.  Finally,  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Dighton  for  their  fine  spirit  and  suport  they  have  shown  me, 
and  the  members  of  my  faculty  over  these  past  seven  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  hereby  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Supervising 
Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  first  was  486.  The  increase 
in  our  enrollment  has  been  such  that  we  have  been  able  to 
operate  within  the  grade  placement  of  last  year  namely — 
three  classes  at  each  grade  level  from  Grade  I  thru  Grade  V, 
a  Year  THvo  Class,  and  a  Primary  Special  Class. 

Mrs.  Mildred  Phillips  who  retired  from  Special  Class 
teaching  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  Robert  Coulsey  who  has 
just  completed  his  education  in  this  specialized  field. 

Curriculum : 

Technology  is  having  a  tremendous  impact  on  our  ed¬ 
ucation  system  from  coast  to  coast.  We  must  welcome  the 
challenge  of  innovation  in  education  if  we  wish  to  move 
forward  in  the  coming  decade. 

Today  the  modern  math  programs  are  designed  to  develop 
much  more  understanding  of  basic  mathematical  ideas  than 
the  old  traditional  math.  We  are  continuing  the  homogenously 
grouping  in  modern  math  and  in  reading  in  Grades  IV  and  V. 
Using  the  rotating  system  it  is  possible  to  have  4  levels  in 
Grade  IV  and  the  same  number  in  Grade  V.  Each  student  is 
tested  and  placed  in  the  group  according  to  his  ability.  This 
grouping  is  flexible  and  students  may  move  up  or  down 
depending  upon  his  individual  progress.  The  top  groups  are 
the  largest  in  number  and  the  lowest  groups  are  the  smallest 
enabling  that  teacher  to  help  students  with  individual  prob¬ 
lems. 
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New  approaches  to  science  are  being  experienced  by 
students  in  the  elementary  grades.  Some  new  books  have  been 
purchased  to  upgrade  the  science  program. 

All  classes  take  part  in  the  weekly  physical  education 
program  conducted  by  Miss  Kaaren  Harrington  and  Mr.  John 
Masciarelli  respectively.  Physical  fitness  for  all  is  our  goal. 

Beginning  in  September  Mrs.  Dorothy  Bagley.  teacher  of 
Grade  I  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  Miss  Christine 
Haggerty,  a  student  teacher  from  Bridgewater  State  College.

Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic: 

The  speech  and  hearing  program  is  continued  by  Mr. 
Peter  B.  Denison,  M.A.  He  had  an  eight  week  program  of 
general  speech  improvement  and  reading  readiness  for  the 
first  grade  classes,  after  which  he  screened  all  first  graders 
and  is  now  working  with  about  fifteen  of  them  in  small  groups. 
He  also  sees  older  children  individually  or  in  small  groups. 
Almost  all  of  his  present  case  load  is  in  the  third  grade  or 
below. 

Cafeteria : 

Our  cafeteria  continues  to  serve  both  the  Dighton  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  and  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School.  The 
lunch  program  provides  an  excellent  Type  A  lunch  that  satis¬ 
fies  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Our  cafeteria  staff  under  the  able  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt,  cafeteria  manager,  makes  this 
program  possible. 
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Maintenance : 

The  care  and  maintenance  of  our  school  plant  is  under 
the  capable  supervision  of  Mr.  Antone  Costa  and  Mr.  Frank 
Rogers.  They  should  be  congratulated  for  keeping  the  building 
in  excellent  repair.

The  year  1966  for  the  Town  of  Dighton  has  been  a  most 
productive  one  for  instrumental  music. 

We  have  as  of  this  past  October,  started  50  new  instru¬ 
mentalists  in  grades  four  and  five,  and  have  achieved  the 
percentage  of  20%  in  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight  for  students 
who  have  played  a  musical  instrument  for  one  year  or  longer. 

These  figures  are  for  the  most  part  higher  than  other 
schools  in  this  area,  irregardless  of  size,  and  are  indicative 
of  an  increasing  student  and  parental  interest  in  our  instru¬ 
mental  music  program. 

The  Dighton  Junior  High  School  Band  has  become  an 
extremely  well  balanced  organization,  with  full  sections  of 
brass  and  wood-wind  instruments.  The  resultant  sound  is 
one  of  which  many  area  secondary  school  bands  would  be 
proud. 

I  have  throughout  the  year  continued  our  program  of 
acquiring  new  instruments  and  equipment,  and  of  refurbishing 
the  old.  Our  music  library  is  growing  in  variety,  with  material 
representing  many  periods  and  styles  of  musical  composition. 
The  challenging  nature  of  this  material  is  such,  that  it 
demands  the  finest  from  our  students. 

I  would  say  in  brief,  that  there  is  no  existing  program 
deficiency  that  can  be  corrected  within  our  present  budgetary 
and  personnel  framework.  However,  we  have  reached  our 
limit.  Further  growth,  and  more  comprehensive  offerings  are 
impossible  unless  we  secure  additional  teaching  personnel. 
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This  would  enable  us  to  better  handle  an  increasing  elementary 
enrollment,  necessary  remedial  middle  school  work,  and  would 
enable  us  to  set  up  and  implement  a  string  instrument  pro¬ 
gram. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  me,  to  realize  that  this  will  come 
to  pass  during  the  1967  school  year. 

The  forming  of  a  School  Union  Music  Department,  with  a 
designated  director,  and  the  retaining  of  additional  instruc¬ 
tors,  will  broaden  our  scope,  and  insure  that  the  vocal  program 
will  have  continuity  at  all  levels.

I  hereby  submit  my  1965-66  report  as  School  Nurse 
for  the  Dighton  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools. 

Visual  Tests: 

718  Children  in  both  schools  were  tested  by  Titmus 
Optical  Tester. 

42  Children  failed  this  test.  Notices  were  sent  home  to 
the  parents  of  these  children.  39  who  failed  were  referred 
to  eye  specialists. 

Audio  Tests: 

718  Children  in  both  schools  were  tested  by  Maico  Audio¬ 
meter. 

8  Children  failed  the  hearing  tests.  Notices  were  sent 
home  to  the  parents  of  these  children  and  all  eight  were 
referred  to  ear  specialists. 

Physical  Examinations : 

Grades  I  and  IV— 169  children  were  given  physical  ex¬ 
aminations  by  Dr.  Souza.  62  children  were  referred  to  their 
family  doctor  for  further  evaluation.  46  referrals  were  com¬ 
pleted. 

Grade  VII  and  Athletic  Physicals. 

98  Students  were  given  physical  examinations.  22  students 
were  referred  to  their  family  doctor  for  further  evaluation. 
8  referrals  were  completed. 
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School  Illnesses  and  Accidents: 

Elementary  School: 

819  Children  reported  to  the  health  room  for  treatment. 
93  Children  were  sent  home,  four  were  sent  to  the  hospital 
and  six  were  sent  to  their  family  physician. 

Junior  High  School: 

42  visits  were  made  to  the  school  for  illness.  8  Children 
were  sent  home  and  3  were  referred  to  their  family  physician 
immediately. 

Immunization : 

Immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  Dighton  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  in  March,  April  and  May  1966. 

Initial  series  of  three  injections  of  Diphtheria,  Pertussis 
and  Tetanus  Toxiod  were  given  to  4  pupils  in  grade  I. 

Booster  injections  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid 
were  given  to  88  pupils  in  grades  I  and  VI. 

Booster  injections  of  Adult  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
Toxoid  were  given  to  53  students  in  Grade  XI. 

Sabin  Oral  Polio  drinks  were  given  to  26  pre-school  child¬ 
ren  in  March  and  41  pre-school  children  in  May.  31  pre¬ 
school  children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza  at  the 
May  Clinic. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  entire  personnel 
of  both  schools  and  the  parents  of  all  the  children,  for  their 
complete  co-operation  in  helping  me  to  carry  out  the  school 
health  program.

The  Planning  Committee  to  date  has  had  eight  meetings. 
Various  committees  have  been  formed;  such  as  Agreement, 
Site,  Construction,  Curriculum  and  Publicity.  Tentative  reports 
have  been  accepted  from  these  committees. 

Officials  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 
have  lent  their  assistance  to  the  Planning  Committee.  Various 
officials  from  other  Regional  Vocational  High  School  Districts 
have  spoken  to  the  group.  Many  labor  leaders  from  the  area 
have  aided  in  curriculum  planning. 

We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  school  superintendents 
and  school  committee  people  of  the  area,  who  have  attended 
our  meetings.  Particularly,  Mr.  Harold  H.  Galljgan,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  of  Taunton,  for  the  fine  facilities  that 
he  allows  us  to  use  at  the  Cohannet  School. 

The  enthusiastic  suport  of  educators  and  industrial  lead¬ 
ers  concerning  the  needs  of  a  large  Regional  Vocational  High 
School  has  been  most  gratifying.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  School  District. 

Enrollment 

Again  this  year  our  enrollment  dropped  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  no  longer  have  tuition  students  from  Seekonk.  Our 
enrollment  on  October  1,  1966,  was  715  students  of  which  102 
were  tuition  students.  Ninety-four  of  the  tuition  students  were 
from  Berkley.  The  other  eight  were  from  Taunton,  Seekonk, 
Central  Falls,  R.I.  and  New  Jersey. 

The  present  enrollment  is  probably  as  low  as  we  will  go. 
We  expect  to  graduate  148  seniors  in  June  1967  and  take  in 
200  freshmen  in  September  1967.  As  our  enrollment  increases 
the  number  of  tuition  students  will  not  increase  as  rapidly 
and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  local  towns  to  assume  more 
of  the  csots. 

Finances 

The  gross  increase  in  the  budget  is  $43,207.00.  Some  of 
the  increases  are  due  to  the  districts  share  of  the  cost  of  a 
business  agent  to  handle  repairs,  bids,  transportation  and 
Federal  Projects  and  a  $19,000.00  increase  in  teachers’  salaries 
due  to  increments  and  a  proposed  new  schedule.  Other  in¬ 
creases  are  noted  in  custodian  salaries  about  $2,000.00  and 
insurances  by  $1,300.00.  Transportation  is  increased  bsy 
$18,000.00,  but  that  is  practically  all  reimbursed.  In  the 
Vocational  School  budget  a  $3,400.00  in  salaries  is  the  only 
increase. 

The  net  increase  in  the  budget  is  $84,920.00,  due  to  the 
fact  that  estimated  receipts  for  1967  will  be  $41,713.00  less 
than  in  1966.  ihere  is  an  $11,000.00  decrease  in  tuition  and 
only  $15,000.00,  as  compared  to  $40,000.00,  is  being  transferred 
from  E  and  D  this  year.  There  is  no  longer  a  direct  fifty  per- 
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cent  reimbursement  from  vocational  education  as  this  has 
been  absorbed  in  the  sales  tax. 

Due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  from  Rehoboth 
and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  from  Dighton,  Rehoboth 

will  pay  61.34%  of  the  operating  costs  and  Dighton  will  pay 
38.66%. 

Faculty 

Last  summer  we  lost  nine  members  of  our  faculty.  This 
was  the  largest  number  we  had  ever  lost  in  any  one  year. 
Mr.  Richard  Dias,  assistant  principal,  became  principal  of 
Seekonk  Junior  High  School.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the 
faculty  at  Dighton  and  the  Regional  for  many  years  and  he 
is  sorely  missed.  Mrs.  Ruth  Cerjanec  who  built  our  superior 
library,  left  to  work  for  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  A  person 
with  Mrs.  Cerjanec’s  experience  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  replace.  Mr.  Barry  Bird  of  the  English  department  and 
Mr.  Donald  Ruggeri,  physical  education,  left  to  teach  at  Fal¬ 
mouth.  Mr.  Joseph  Tavares,  English  department,  returned  to 
his  home  town  of  Somerset.  Mr.  Paul  Wynn,  English  depart¬ 
ment,  and  Mr.  Wallace  Wood,  science  department,  returned  to 
school  for  further  study. 

New  people  hired  included  Mrs.  Alice  Dunn,  librarian; 
Mrs.  Vivian  McKay,  social  studies;  Mr.  Jose  Antunes,  science 
and  Miss  Joyce  Pavao  and  Miss  Joanne  Leonard,  mathematics. 
In  the  English  department  we  were  fortunate  to  hire  some 
experienced  teachers.  Mr.  Thomas  Sherry  had  taught  in 
Taunton,  Mr.  David  DeThomas  in  Nantucket,  Mr.  Caleb  Wolfe 
at  Pentucket  Regional  and  Miss  Kristi  Williams  at  Brown. 
Mr.  Ruggeri  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Richard  Ruggiero,  no  rela¬ 
tive,  in  physical  education.  However,  the  National  Guard 
called  Mr.  Ruggiero  in  December  for  six  months  and  he  has 
been  replaced  by  Mr.  Charles  N.  Magnuson  who  has  had  ex¬ 
perience  in  Somerset  and  California.  We  hope  that  we  will  be 
able  to  retain  most  of  the  faculty  we  have  this  year,  but  a 
great  deal  depends  on  what  type  of  salary  schedule  we  can 
offer  compared  to  surrounding  towns. 
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Program 

We  are  continuously  improving  and  expanding  our  pro¬ 
gram  offerings.  In  the  commercial  area  we  are  offering  work 
on  the  I.B.M.  machines  such  as  key  punch,  sorter  and  pro¬ 
grammer  in  addition  to  our  regular  program.  In  science  we 
are  introducing  “Introductory  Physical  Science”  in  place  of 
the  former  course  known  as  “General  Science”.  In  industrial 
arts  we  are  expanding  the  machine  shop  program  started 
last  year. 

In  the  vocational  area  we  are  adding  instructional  equip¬ 
ment  to  our  regular  day  course  as  well  as  offering  short  term 
evening  courses.  We  completed  another  Manpower  Training 
Development  Course  in  Auto  Body  Repair  and  gave  two 
similar  courses  in  electrical  assembly.  We  hope  to  continue 
this  program  with  other  courses  in  the  near  future. 

Our  entire  curriculum  is  changing  and  the  department 
heads  and  their  staff  spent  many,  many  hours  outside  of 
school  up-dating  their  courses  of  study.  It  should  also  be 
mentioned  here  that  we  have  developed  a  fine  instrumental 
music  program  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  David  Watson.  His 
band  has  been  judged  first  in  the  Southeastern  Music  Festival 
for  the  past  two  years. 

Maintenance 

With  the  school  now  seven  years  old  some  of  the  machine 
parts  are  wearing  out,  but  with  our  custodial  staff  we  have 
been  able  to  change  expensive  parts  without  the  extra  cost 
of  outside  labor.  Mr.  Howell  Carr  and  his  men  show  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  school  and  attend  to  repairs  in  a  professional 
manner. 

Mrs.  Florence  Duffy 

Last  summer  Mrs.  Florence  Duffy,  our  school  nurse, 
passed  away.  She  had  .been  ill  for  some  time  but  had  continued 
to  perform  her  duties  in  a  very  capable  manner  whenever 
she  could.  She  possessed  a  great  virtue  in  being  a  person  who 
could  be  friendly  with  the  students  at  all  times  and  still 
command  their  respect. 
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Mrs.  Duffy  will  always  be  remembered  by  both  the  faculty 
and  students  for  her  excellent  work  and  fine  spirit. 

Cafeteria 

It  would  seem  fitting  that  the  citizens  should  be  acquainted 
with  the  work  Mrs.  Jones  and  her  staff  are  doing  and  the 
reputation  they  are  making  for  our  cafeteria.  The  lunches 
are  the  best  one  can  find  in  the  area  and  the  menu  offers  two 
or  three  choices  each  day.  She  has  worked  out  menus  that 
have  allowed  her  personnel  to  make  excessive  use  of  surplus 
commodities  thereby  effecting  a  great  saving. 

Cafeteria  managers  from  towns  on  the  North  Shore  and 
SoutH  Shore  have  visited  our  cafeteria  to  observe  our  people 
at  work.  Many  schools  are  now  showing  a  profit  by  copying 
the  example  set  by  Mrs.  Jones  and  her  staff. 

Mrs.  Frances  Ingram,  Mrs.  Agnes  DelSignore  and  Mrs. 
Eila  Karppinen  have  been  called  upon  to  give  baking  and 
cooking  demonstrations  at  many  county  and  state  meetings 
of  cafeteria  workers. 

We  appreciate  the  effort  of  these  people  and  have  shown 
our  appreciation  by  our  95%  participation  in  the  program. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington, 
the  principal,  for  his  fine  leadership.  He  is  truly  a  fine  leader 
of  young  people.  Mr.  Francis  Vitale  and  his  guidance  staff 
also  should  be  praised  for  their  work.  Mr.  Charles  Day, 
vocational  director,  continues  to  develop  his  school  and  its’ 
related  program.  His  efforts  are  continuous. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  for 
their  cooperation  and  extend  to  them  once  again  an  invitation 
to  visit  our  school  and  also  take  part  in  our  evening  courses.
